TEAMED Brown Betty.—Mix two 


cupfuls of brown bread crumbs 


with two cupfuls of chopped apple, 
add two-thirds of a cupful of finely 
chopped suet, one-half cupful of brown 
sugar, one cupful of seeded raisins 
mixed with two tablespoonfuls of flour 
and one-half teaspoonful of salt; add 
one cupful of milk to which one beaten 
egg has been added and beat thorough- 
ly. Steam In buttered molds two hours. 
Serve with lemon or vanilla sauco. 


Sponge Cake. 


Take four eggs, one and one-half 


cupfuls of sugar, the same of flour, 
one-half cupful of cold water and 
flavoring to taste. Beat the yolks un- 
til thick, add cold water and beat again 


until thick ; sift the sugar several times. 
add It to the yolks, then the flour al- 
ternately with the whites, the flour 
having been slftecl four times, three 
times after if is measured. Bake very 
slowly at first. Use a tube pan. The 
cuke should, when properly made and 
baked, be the size of an eleven-egg 
angel food. 


Nut Loaf. 


Take one cupful of chopped nuts, 


two cupfuls of bread crumbs, one-half 
cupful of hot water, one-half cupful of 
melted butter, one egg well beaten, 
one teaspoonful of mushroom catsup, 
one teaspoonful of onion juice and 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls of salt, 
a few dashes of pepper. Mix the in- 
gredients in a loaf and bake in a mod- 
erate oven one-half hour. Baste oc- 
casionally with butter. Serve hot with 
brown sauce. 


Eggs in Peppers. 


Use large green peppers of regular 


shape, wash them and with a sharp 
knife cut in halves, llemove the white 
membrane and seeds and place in boil- 
ing water to cook ten minutes. Re- 
move :md invert to drain. Sprinkle 
each pepper with a layer of buttered 
crumbs and minced ham moistened 
with cream. 
Break an egg in each, 


season lightly and place In the oven 
to bake until the egg is set. Serve on 
rounds of bread lightly browned in 
butter. 


Spanish Potatoes. 


Cook potatoes in boilint salted wa- 


ter until tender, drain ana shake over 
the heat until dry. Into a hot vege- 
table dish place two to three table- 
spoonfuls of butter am1 two table- 
spoonfuls 
< f 
minced onion ; 
this 


amount will be sufficient for six pota- 
toes. Chop and stir the hot potatoes, 
covering with the butter and onion, 
then sprinkle thickly with paprika 
and serve very hot. This is a good 
dish to serve with cold meats.

'WELSH RABBIT" 


THE name of the dish com- 


posed of melted cheese with 


the addition of sundry sauces 
and piquant flavorings is usually 
spelled "rarebit"—an error due 
to the fact that persons who 
could see no resemblance be- 
tween their favorite midnight 
repast and a hare which came 
from Wales concluded that it 
must be a "rare bit." 
Even 


Worcester and Webster were 
formerly guilty of this mistake, 
until an examination of Con- 
tinental colloquialisms showed 
them where they erred. 


Welsh "rabbit" is a dycd-in- 


the-wool slang term, belonging 
to the same class as a consider- 
able number of other, but less 
well-known names applied to 
the favorite dishes of various 
communities. 
In England, for 


example, they refer to a sheep's 
head stewed with onions as a 
"German duck," while a bag- 
pudding is a "Leicestershire 
plover" and "Norfolk capon" is 
eatinghouse slang for a herring. 
Following the same school of 
rough wit, the French call a 
herring a "poulet de careme" or 
"Lonten 
chicken" 
and 
the 


Italians reverse this process, re- 
ferring to a chicken as a "fish 
out of the coop." 
Nor is the 


custom by any means confined 
to European countries. The New 
England habit of speaking of 
codfish as "Caps Cod turkeys" 
and the current slang of "Irish 
confetti" foi' bricks are two 
other examples from the ''same 
school. 


So Welsh "rabbit" it should 


remain—on account of the fond- 
ness of the Welsh for toasted 
cheese and not because it is n 
rare bit, or delicacy.

Special Policeman Looted Trains 


of Merchandise He Was 


Hired to Protect. 


GOOD DETECTIVE WORK 


Disguised as "Fence" He Goes Into 


Thieves' Hangout and Arranges 


to Buy Stolen Goods—Thief 


Meets Tragic Death. 


New York.—Although Benny Levy, 


detective for the Erie railroad, has 
had many exciting adventures, his 
quests for stolen merchandise have 
brought him none more exciting than 
his capture of Tony Itandazzo, an Erie 
policeman who stole the goods he was 
supposed to protect.

pardon 
board, shall not be apprised of their 
fate 
until 
the day they leave for 
Rockviow 
penitentiary 
near 
Bello- 
fonte, where their execution is to 
take place the week of Februai-y 28. 
; All during their incarceration» the 
sheriff's family and other prisoners 
have spared the two murderers as 
much as possible 
and 
the 
various 
steps of tho efforts to savo their lives 
wena not discussed except where ab- 
solutely necessary. 
It is felt that it 
would be cruel now to tell the boys 
that they have only two more wefeks 
to live and that they should be spar- 
ed the anguish until the last moment 
Relfitives will be given an opportun- 
ity tx> visit tî^em 1>eforc tUeir de- 
parture for the Centre county insti- 
tution. 
- Both Collins /and Relnécker have 
shown in th-a last two and a quarter 
years a marked stoicism concerning 
thcdr fate. While not indifferent to 
•it they have preserved a calm out- 
ward demeanftr and have simply said 
that they fait it useless to worry and 
that they would take whatever fate 
had in store for them. 
They are both 
in good health and. aside from pallor 
show little ill effect of their long con- 
fin-^ment. 


The action of the 
pardon 
board 
was not unexpected 
at 
Gettysburg 
though a number of résidants of that 
place wrote letters asking clemency. 
After th«3se letters were read to the 
board of pardons^ Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor 
Beidleman, 
its 
chairman,, is 
quoted as saying.'"This case is one 
of the most fiagran^t that ever ap- 
peared before the board. 
These boys 
shot an innocent man in the back of 
the head and then leit his body along 
the Susquehanna river bank.

There is no reason why their sentence 
should be commjited."

now 
and 
the 
time of departure: 
An unwritten law 
ex.ists at the jail forbidding inmates, 
singers or spiritual advisers from in- 
forming either Collins or Reinecfcar 
of the progress of the court proceed- 
ings in their behalf. 
This unwritten 
law, the sheriff has announced, will 
be carnî'Sd out to the letter even if 
it becomes necessary to prohibit the 
entrance of all persons. 


In order to frustrate the plans of 
tho morbid curious to see the youth- 
ful murdarers when they leave for 
Bellefonte,- Sheriff Hartman is keep- 
ing 
his jjeparture 
plans 
secret. 
Whether he and the prisoners will 
leava Gettysburg by train or auto- 
mobile and what time they will leave 
have not been made knowh and will 
not be known until after they have 
left Adams county.

New York.—Although Benny Levy,
